To  prepare  In  advance  against  the 
danKcp  of  hII  Kurope  being  Involved 
In  thp  Xalkan  illeptjte,  I  propoaod/  a 
conference  of  the  I'owera. 

Germany  and  Auatrta  agreed,  and 
the^conaani  at  rranoa  aad  Italr  waa 

I  did  not  praaa  (or .  London  to  be 
the  meeting  place;  peraonalTy  I  was 
Inclined  to  Paris.  The  French  would 
be  pleaaed  by  the  choice  of  Paris,  and 
the  conference  woultl  start  with  that 
asset  i>f  good  will.  Also  I  was  not 
iin.xliHin  tu  h.iv«'  the  greut  addition  to 
work,  already  heavy,  of  alttlng  In 
the  conferenoa  payaonally. 

London,  however  waa  eheaen.  and 
early  In  December  tha  conference 
met. 

There  were  nix  of  T.lchnowsky. 
Menodorff  and  I  in  i.i  1 1,  the  Ambas- 
sadors respectively  of  Uermany,  Aus- 
tria and  Italy;  Cambon  and  Bencksn- 
dorfr,  the  Ambaaaadora  of  France 
and  Ruaala;  and  myaelf  for  BrtUln. 

Such  reaponalbinty  as  there  waa  of 
preaMIng  (all  to  ma,  but  we  made  the 
proeaadlnga  aa  tnfomuil  aa  thoae  of 
a  eeilamtttae  of  frienda,  which,  in  fact, 
we  were.  We  met  In  the  afternoons, 
generally  about  (our  o'clock,  and  with 
a  uhorf  adjournment  to  an  adjoining 
room  for  tea  we  continued  till  six  or 
seven  o'clock. 

The  conference  did  not  have  Its 
last  meeting  till  August.  1913.  and 
during  all  that  time  we  remained  tn 
i>eing  us  a  oonferenee,  though  we 
only  met  when  oeoasloa  ra<ialrad. 

Tha  frlandly  paraonal  relations  be- 
twaaa-vs  aaal^  net  praraat  our' pro- 
ceeding* tnm  being  protracted,  and 
sometimes  Intolerably  waarlaome.

The  nort  of  dlfUculty  we  had  to 
solve  was  tlil.f-- .Serbia  would  claim 
for  herself  something  more— H:«it  had 
been  part  of  Turkish  Albania — than 
Austrta  would  aKow.  Serbia  would 
say  It  waa  bgr  population  mainly  Ser- 
l>lani.  Aoatrla  would  deny  the  fact: 
there  ware  vfllagea  whara  avaa  as- 
parte  mlgiit  dllfar  abaut  malal  aflfail- 
tlee.  We  did  not  aat  maoh  store  by 
territorial  merlta  In  theae  datalla. 
Our  efforte  were  concentrated  on  get- 
ting something  to  which  both  Austria 
and  rinssla  would  agree.  Russia 
would  suport  Serb's  In  claiming  some 
village  as  8erb;  Austria  would  oon* 
tend  that  It  must  t>e  Albanian. 

If  the  conference  could  not  get  an 
agreement  Austria  might  launch  an 
ultimatum  or  even  take  peremptory 
action  agalnat  Barbta.  Then  the 
whole  preetlga  of  Austria  and  Ruesla 
In  the  Balkana  would  ba  at  ataka  and 


Wroatlod  Over  Albania 
Tha  tiuadllon  of  greatcot  dlflleulty

There  w.i.i  .in  acute  crlnln  when 
.Montenegro  got  hold  of  .Scutari, 
which  commanded  Mic  Austrian  har- 
bor of  Cattaro,  *h|^h  Austria 
was.  therefore,  determined  that  Mon- 
tenegro should  not  have.  I^ater  on 
Italy  was  Intereated  In  the  Umlta  to 
be  set  to  Greek  aequlgltlona  a(  terri- 
tory on  the  aaath  aide  o(  Albania. 

During  a  great  part  of  the  time  the 
war  between  the  Balkan  Allies  and 
Turkey  and  the  resulting  peace  ne- 
gotiations were  In  progreaa,  and  theae 
from  time  to  time  occupied  the  at- 
tention of  the  conference.  Hut  when 
differences  between  the  Balkan  Al- 
lies and  Turkey  were  diectjseed.  /he 
music  of  the  conference  was  more 
subdued  and  less  harsh  than  when  we 
were  endeavoring  to  aet  the  tune  to 
whioh  Serbia  and  Montanagte  ahould 
keep  atap  en  the  frontlara  of  Albania, 
indaad.  at  ona  tlma  there  waa  a  tan* 
denoy  to  bnay  ouraalvea  with  paaca 
ngeotlatlena  between  Tnrkay  and  the 
Iialkan  Al'i.-«  when  we  were  making 
no  progre<<i4  with  the  Albanian  i|uea- 
tion  that  thraataaad  to  diaturb  our 

own  peace. 

At  one  auch  moment  1  said  It  would 
bcciirne  misleading  and  undignified 
to  <  ontlnue  our  sittlnga  onlean  we 
could  deal  with  the  queatlon  of  the 
Albanian  frontier  and  make  an  agree- 
ment about  it.

Serbia  claimed  a  village  called 
DJakova.  Austria  made  a  point  of  Its 
being  kept  for  Albania.  Itussla  would 
not  give  way  about  Serbia's  claim; 
Austria  was  positive  and  stiff.  There 
was  a  deadlock.  Nothing  more  could 
be  done  until  either  Mensdorff  or 
Benckendorir  oould  get  Instruetlona 
that  would  ease  the  ,8ltuatlon. 

The  conference  oeaaad  to  work  on 
the  Albanian  frontier,  .the  diplomatic 
safety-valve — for  to  this  the  confhr- 
enco  might  be  comp.tred — was  (or 
the  time  shut  ilown  I)ays.  even  a 
week  or  twQ,  I  think,  passed;  we 
could  do  nothing,  and  we  knew  that 
pressure  might  l>e  rlalng  all  the  time. 
Probably  I  saw  Menadorff  and  Denck- 
endorff  eeparately,  and  perhaps  Llch- 
now^y.  too,  to  explore  poealblUties 
of  oonoaaalon.  but  of  thla  I  have  no 
certain  recollection.

As  he  btiilrtted  quickly  Into  the  room 
his  full-nkirted  frock  coat,  swaying 
nn  It  passed  the  flower  table,  brushed 
the  heads  of  some  daffodils;  the  re- 
sentful daffodils  tilted  their  kIi'm-*  ;inil 
emptied  the  water  down  the  aklrtw  of 
Mensdorff's  coosf.  Some  perturba- 
tion ensued;  I  fetched  a  towel  and 
swabbed  the  coat  aa  beat  I  could. 

Then  we  (ratemlaed  over  DJakovt. 
Menadorff  was  genuinely  pleased  (o 
bring  the  news;  ho  wanted  peace;  he 
knew  that  we  all  wanted  peace,  and 
the  block  was  removed  and  the  con- 
ference could  go  on  again. 

The  Austrians.  while  agreeing  that 
I>)akova  Bhonlil  I.e  asnured  to  Serbia, 
stipulated  that  Serbia  ahould  ceaae 
hoatllltiea  and  evacuata  tatHlarlaa  aa- 
algaad  to  Albania. 

I  at  onoa  urgad  atroaglr  at  St. 
Pateraburg  that  Ruaala  ahould  ac- 
eept  thla  eondltlen.  Ruaala  did  eo, 
and  I  than  prepared  for  Immodlnte 
collective  repreeentuUona  ta  Se/Ma 
and  Montenegro. 

After  August,  IfU.  the  conference 
did  not  meef  again.  There  wa^  no 
formal  finish;  we  were  not  photo- 
graphed In  a  group;  we  had  no  votex 
of  thanks;  no  vnledlctory  sp<^echm: 
we  Just  left  oft  meeting 

We  had  not  settled  anything,  not 
evan  all  tha  datalla  of  Albanian  boon- 
darlea,  bat  wa  had  aarvad  a  uaaful 
purpeaa.  Wa  had  baan  aooiathlag  ta 
which  point  after  point  eauld  ba  ra- 
ferred:  wa  had  baan  a  maaaa  of  heap- 
ing all  tha  olx  Powers  In  direct  and 
friendly  touch.  The  mere  fact  that 
we  were  In  exiatence.  and  that  wt 
must  be  broken  up  before  peace  waa 
broken,  wsa  in  Itself  en  appreciable 
barrier  agalnat  war.  We  wor-?  a 
means  of  gaining  time,  and  the  longei 
we  remained  In  being  the  more  re- 
luctance wee  there  to  break  oa  up. 
Tha  Oovamoiaata  ooaoarnad  gat  uaed 
ta  ua  aad  to  tiM  haMt  a(  ■Hktttag  ua 
uoeful.

When  we  ceaaed  to  meet,  the  pres- 
ent danger  to  the  peac*  of  Rurope 
was  over,  the  thinr"  that  fre  did  not 
settle  were  not  threatening  that 
peace;  the  things  that  hi<l  Ihrejt- 
ened  the  relatloaa  between  the  Great 
Pawera  In  l»1S-lt  wa  had  deprived 
of  thalr  dangaraua  faatiwaa.

Indeed,  in  nominating  him  the 
N;^.tionalist9  did  not  overestimate 
the  weii^it  of  his'  name  Not  only 
tjhat,  but  the  Field  MarJhal  conducted 
excellent  campaign,  in  that  it  was 

'  Anper^tf/  in  that  lie  promised 
nothing,  wid  because  he,  icemingly. 
djsanned  •  ccrttttn  Mction  of  public 
(pinion  which  believed  that  he  was 
reartionary  and  was  ready  to  bring 
iibout  the  rc-e»tabli«hn»eirt  of-  rtie 
jytohcnaoUern  Dynasty. 

It  is  interesting  to  recall  that  ill  the 
December  Reichstag  election  the  total 
^lled  by  all  the  elements  who  were 
believed  to  be  supporting  voii  Hindcn 
b«rg  was  U.OOO.OUO,  and  as  opposi  J 
to  this  the  combined  Republicans 
pi>Ued  14,000,000.  On  ttu  l.asis  of 
these  figures  the  Republicans  went 
ihto'the  Presidential  campaign  as- 
sured of  victory.  Accordint;  to  rc 
ports  their  assurance  was  cmplMsizcd 
wben  it  was  found  that  th^  Field 
Marshal  was  tlie  candidate.  That 
nsurance  waa  badly  placed,  for  von 
Bindcnburg  not  only  held  and  con- 
solidated all  the  elements  of  tin 
Right,  lint  he  ratist,  also,  have  made 
substantial  ^ains  from  hss  opponents. 
'tht  aituation  created  by  his'  election 
is  a  perplexing  one  for  other  nations. 
It  may  be  interpreted  as  developing 
an  unfocMtate  jpfhwnce  on  negotia 
tions  for»a  security  patt.^U  ia^difli- 
qult,  for  instance,  to  believe  that  von 
nindenbttrg  .will  ^gn  an  agreement 
dbiuidomiig  all  claims  to  Alsace  and 
Itorraine.  The  .  I^^ationalists  have 
been  open^  ofpoeed  -to'  any  such 
aKrccnif"t  being  reached.  The  hand 
behind  the  scenes  which  was  re- 
sponsible for  von  Htndenbarg's 
nomination,  and  that  can  now  claim 
credit  for  his  election,  is  that  of 
Grand  Adnirst-^on  Tirpite. 

Upon  France  the  election  of  von 
Hindcnburg  will  undoubtedly  exercise

Of  the  motor  ships  bow  being  built 
there  are^fJJ'of  6«.7ir  tbfls  being 
constructed  abroad  a*  compared  with 
54  of  J59,l»20  tons  being  built  in  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland.  Germany  is  the 
leading  bi|ilder>{  viot^r  ihi^i  among 
foreign  nations  jwlth  S$  vesecti  of 
324,155  tons;  Denmark  ranks  second 
with  18  ves.seU  of  77,084  tons,  and 
then  in  order  come  Italy,  Holland  and 
Sweden.  Only  two  vjssel.s,  and  these 
of  small  size,  are  being  built  in  the 
I  nitcd  States.  U  lie  tonnage  of  ves- 
sels now  being  built  throughout  the 
world  to  be  fitted  with  internal  com- 
bustion engines  amounts  to  1,021,631 
tons,.  The  tonneg^  of  steam  vessels 
under  nmstructiou  is  1,357.834.  These 
ligurcs  illustrate  4he  rapid  advance- 
ment bein]^  made  in  the  adoptkw  of 
the  new  style  of  propulsk>n. 

The  returns  of  Lloyd*!  show  thaf 
on  March  31  l(Ut  there  were  under 
construction  in  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland  about  1,165,468  tons  of  ship- 
ping of  all  types.  Among  foreign 
cotinrries  Germany  takes  first  place 
with  405,470  tons.  France  is  next 
with  187,457  tons;  luTy  neat  with 
164,023'  tons  and  then  come  Holland 
with  119.908  tons  and  Denmark  wi|h 
83,794  t<jns.  The  toul  amount  of 
tonnage  now  under  construction 
throughout  the  world  is  2,396,910 
tons  which  is  less  by  1,049,648  tons 
than  the  highest  pre-war  figures  of 
3,446,558  ^ons— the  total  reached  on 
June  30,  1913.  Of  the  large  vessels 
licing  bnilt  there  arc  31  of  between 
10.000  tons  and  20,000  tons  each  and 
seven  of  20,000  tons  and  upwards.  Of 
these,  sixteen  the  31  ships  and  five 
of  the  larger  ones  are  being  con- 
structed in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland.

His  proposal  is 
that  the  fixed  quota  for  Quebec 
should  be  reduced  fropi  65  to  50,  atid 
the  rest  of  the  PrtfVinccs  in  propor 
tion.  A  considerable  proportion  of 
the  standing  charges  of  Parliament 
wonld  be  reduced  by  this  means,  and 
the  government  of  the  country  would 
not  suficr.  / 

We  are  over-governed  now  by  too 
many  legislators.  Our  Provincial 
Legislatures  arc  top-heavy  in  per- 
sonnel, and  in  QtUwa  the  task  of 
government  is  a  feast  of  expenditure. 
The  Senator's  suggestion  will,  of 
coarse,  fall  on  deaf  ears  in  Parlia- 
ment. Probahly  it  will  not  even 
arouse  an  academic  discussioQ.  The 
motto  of  politicians,  in  a  personal 
sense,  is  that  what  they  have  they 
will  hold,  and  to  that  might  be  added 
that  wherever  they  see  the  oppor- 
tunity to  get  more  ihey  will  not  allow 
it  to  pass  by  without  a  determined 
and  perMvefing  effort  to  benefit. 
Even  )f  Qua  bee  were  willing  to  have 
ner  qnota  of  members  in  the  House 
of  Commons  reduced,  the  other 
Provinces  would  balk,  and  Quebec 
has  shown  no  dispoeitien  to  surrender 
any  of  the  privitegea  which^  she  en- 

The  MoneUry  Times  of  Toronto  has 
been  deaHng  with  the  Rmwing  cost  of 
edttcatioa.  It  points  out  that  in  1889 
the   ftovinces   spent   $1,353,233  on 

edueatiotv,  and  in  1923,  $24.4f>8.^.18 
Ontario's  expeuditur^  alone  in  lojj 
was  $9,835,581.  Jn  London,  Ontario, 
the  school  antborities  have  now  de^ 
cided  to  eliminate  manual  training  and 
domestic  science  from  the  collegiate 
institute.

Having  seen  some  of  the  dungeons 
in  which  cohvlcts,  and  sope  persons 
who  were  not  convicts,  were  confined 
in  bygone  days,  we  realize  that  the 
world  is  indeed  moving  at  a  swift 
pace.  Life  must  have  been  rlreadfully 
monotonous  and  terribly  depressing  to 
prisoners  in  those  degenerate  times.

Indead,  the 
thouRht  of  what  may  he  done  for  the 
comfort  and  the  entertainment  of 
rebels  against  ordained  law  and  social

The  Balkan  States  in  their  new  for- 
mation seem  to  be  jnst  as  dangerous 
to  the  peace  of  the  world  and  to  them- 
selves as  they  were  before  the  prin- 
ciple of  self-deteemlllallon  was  sog- 
gested  and  a  new  Reogr.ii)hicaI  forma- 
tion was  adopted.  Parliamentary  in- 
stitutions are  aU  very  well  for  people 
who  understand  them  and  are  willing 
to  abide  by  their  principles.  But 
parUamcatary  institutions  in  the  Bal- 
kan States,  like  parliamentary  institu- 
tions in  some  of  the  South  American 
Republics,  do  not  woHc  wl^ut  creat- 
ing a  good  deal  of  friction.  Friction 
induces  heat,  and  heat  tMOalljr  ^o- 

dUces  a  conflagration.

There  appears  to  be  danger  of  a 
conflagration  in  Bulgaria.  It  is  hard 
to  understand  what  all  the  fuss  over 
there  is  about.  There  appears  to  be 
no  deiiht  aboot  the  fact  that  there  is 
an  opposition  to  the  Government,  that 
the  oppoaition  wants  to  upset  the  Gov- 
ernment, and  that  the  Government  is 

dctcrmhMd  that  it  shall  not  be  npeet

If  the  parliamentary  fnstftotlona  of 

Bulgaria  were  operating  smoothly  the 
situation  could  be  cleared  up  by  hold- 
ing an  election.  But  either  tAe  oppo- 
sition cannot  force  the  fiovernment  to 
hold  a  general  election  or  has  no  con- 
fidence in  the  racuK  of  a  general  elec- 
tion. Therefore  if  is  IryinR  to  npset 
the  Government  by  violent  measures. 
It  has  called  physical  sdenec  tO/1ts  aid 

and  is  bombing  the  GoTCraQienl  for<  en 
and  blowing  some  of  their  forces  into 
pieces.  The  Government  is  eccosed  of 
instituting  a  reign  of  terror  in  tirder  to 

maintain  its  position.

The  ruling  party  in  Russia,  which  of 
course  holds  parliamenury  institutions 
in  derision,  and  is  trytaf  %  covMels 
of  intrigue  and  sagRestions  of  violence 
to  upset  stKh  institutions  everywhere, 
even  in  such  remote  plaeas  as  Gsnada 
and  Ihe  United  States,  is  said  to  he 
responsible  for'  iaccndiarism  in  Bul- 
garia. The  charge  is  VobaMy  true. 
The  Bolshevists  would  rejoice  to  see 
another  conflagration  sweep  over  the 
world,  and  If  they  can  Hn  the  flames 
into  fury  in  Bulgaria  there  is  always 
a  duince  that  all  the  Balkkn  States 
wonld  soon  be  in  a  blaze.  Then  if  the 
C.rr.nf  Pnwrr*  .iftenipted  to  intervene 
'they  might  be  ^rawn  into  .conflict  with 
one  another.
